Hermiston, 30, a member of 
Scotland’s 1974 World Cup squad, 
signed a four-year contract with Lions, 
despite a late bid by Brisbane City to 
win him over with a better offer. 

Hermiston will be employed full time 
by Lions, as a player and as director for 
junior coaching. 

Hermiston came to Australia early last 
year to join Queensland First Division club 
Grange Thistle, which released him to 
Brisbane City for guest games. 

Ernie Campbell, 28, capped 14 times for 
Australia, can play in midfield but prefers to 
play as right striker. 

Gampbell, who played In the 1974 World 
Cup finals, started his career with APIA and

Had Ray been in the 
national team in the 1974 
World Cup finals, I'm sure we 
would have beaten East Ger- 
many. Our team was superb 
that night in Hamburg and we 
lacked only an additional 
goalscorer to cap off our

With Baartz, Australia 
could have made history In 
the World Cup, the way North 
Korea did In England in 1966. 


After knowing him for so 
many years, | had a personal 
discussion with Ray about his 
intention of making a come- 
back with Newcastle United.

A Geelong team, believed to be North

It would be callous indeed 
for the VSF to compound the 
problem. 

Mooroolbark has submit- 
ted to the VSF a petition bear- 
ing 520 signatures and has 
also sought backing from the 
Department of Youth, Sport 
and Recreation. 

The letter to the VSF reads: 

“Mooroolbark United Soc- 
cer Club administration con- 
Sists of several committees. 
The executive committee’s 
function is to look after the 
national league team. Thereis 
a junior committee and a 2nd 
Division committee. 

“The 2nd Division commit- 
tee was not formed until the 
latter part of last season. It 
was sanctioned by the ex- 
ecutive committee. 

“This 2nd Division commit- 
tee has for the past six 
months completely and com- 
petently managed the 2nd 
Division (now 3rd Divison) 
team which has taken a lot of 
hard work for a number of 
people.

So many factors work against Argen- 
tina that it’s difficult to see Cesar Luis 
Menotti’s team making capital of the ad- 
vantage of playing at home in the World 


Cup. 
One of Argentina's greatest hurdles 
may well be Menotti’s own idealism. . 


He is fiercely committed 
to a style of play that is 
diametrically opposed to 
the style used by most of 
Argentina's clubs. 

While the clubs base their 
games on defence, Menotti 
demands that his national 
team put the emphasis on 
attack — an admirable am- 

~ bition, but one that is 
fraught with danger. 

Menotti must realise it 
himself. “If | play four backs 
and five halves it would be 
easier, but we can't gointoa 
World Cup with these tac- 
tics which are played by our 
club teams,” he says. “They 
use high passes into the 
goalmouth in the hope that 
somebody will head them 
in. Everybody defends and 
hopes a fast counter attack 
will catch the opposition un- 
aware. 

“| don’t want this to be the 
image of Argentine soccer. 
With the national team | 
would like to destroy old 
theories which are no 
longer of any use. | would 
like to show that we can win 
by playing good attacking 
soccer.” 

Obviously Menotti will 
have to change’ the fun- 
damental! thinking of his 
players, although he has 
gone for men who are at 
least sympathetic to his ap- 
proach. 

His biggest problem is 
lack of fire power up front, 
and you can't play attacking 
soccer without good men 
who are able to put the ball 
into the net. 

To strengthen his attack, 
he has had to look to Spain, 
the new home of Mario 
Kempes who was 
transferred from Rosario 
Central to Valencia for an 
Argentine record price of 
about $640,000. 

In his first Spanish 
season, Kempes, 22, was 
top scorer in the league, 
scoring 24 goals, two more 
than Espanol Barcelona's 
Rafael Maranon. 

In 1974 he scored 29 
goals for Rosario, in 1975 
he scored 35 and in 1976 he 
grabbed 21. 

Kempes has played 23 
international matches for 
Argentina including the 
1974 World Cup finals and 
has scored a total of 14 
goals for his country. 

No wonder Menotti wants 
him in his squad. He says 
his ideal attack would be 
based on Kempes, Luque, 
Bertoni, and Houseman. 

Menotti has also had to 

- look overseas for another 
Argentinian expatriate, 
Osvaldo Piazza, of the 
French club St. Etienne. 

The Argentinian FA 
decided last year to ban 
transfers abroad for players 
needed for World.Cup duty,

George Delikaris has been known as 
the troublemaker in the ciub, having 
more written about his financial and 
disciplinary matters than his perfor-

Olympiakos feels Delikaris has been 
a bad example to the younger players 
of the team and that he created a false 
impression to the recently-bought 


players*from Europe. 


At the executive committee’s 
meeting, the club’s president Mr Tsit- 
salis asked for the dismissal of the 
player, saying the situation between 
Delikaris and Olympiakos had become 


unbearable. 


A spokesman for Olympiakos said 
that never in the club’s history had such 
a decision met with the tremendous 
backing from the supporters that it is 


receiving now.

PRE-SEASON COACHING 


It Is difficult to give advice on 
coaching; It Is a job that relies 
heavily on persona! ex- 
perience. 

The problems of building a 
team and controlling a squad 
are so varied that no amount 
of writing can cover all the 
contingencies. 

However, in the following, | 
shall attempt to put forward 
ideas on pre-season and 
competition period training 
based on my own experience 
and trust that these will at 
least provide some assistance 
and basis for thought. 


(A) Preparation for the 
season 


The work of a coach starts 
well before the season’s first 
training session. A lot of 
forward planning is required 
to ensure that under the cir- 
cumstances and with the 
material available, optimum 
results are achieved. The 
points to be taken into con- 
sideration are as follows: 

@ Assess playing strength 
and form your squad; 

@ Set individual 
collective objectives: 

® Check on facilities and 
equipment available; 

@ Prepare “master plan” 
for season; 

@ Prepare detailed 
programme for pre-season 
training session. 


(B) Assess playing 
strength and form your 
squad 


Based on the previous 
season's experience, replace 
where possible players not up 
to standard in order to 
strengthen the team. 

The first place to look for 
new talent is your reserve 
team and juniors. Having 
checked these sources, the 
next step is to look at the 
transfer market. 

A word of warning: do not 


and 






sign on a new player just 
because he is free or, if 
money is Involved, you think 
you can afford him, 

Make sure that the players 
you sign will improve the team 
and not just add to the 
number of players on your 
books. 


{C) Set individual and 
collective objectives 


Plan to improve the In- 
dividual performance of the 
players. For example, the 
goalkeeper Is weak in dealing 
with high crosses or the 
centre forward is not effective 
with his back to the op- 
ponents’ goal, etc. 

Problems involving more 
than one player should be 
looked: at. For example, the 
two centre backs do not cover 
each other or the passing of 
midfield players needs im- 
proving, etc. 


(D) Check on facilities 
and equipment available 


To plan your training ses- 
sions properly, you must 
know what equipment you will 
have at your disposal, when 
the ground is avallable for 
training, are there flood lights; 
if so, how effective, etc. 


(E) Prepare ‘Master 
Plan” for season 


After having dealt with 
points A, B and C, you will be 
in a position to set a plan for 
the season, starting with pre- 
season training. Your “master 
plan” should aim at achieving 
optimum improvement and 
performance of the material 
at your disposal through the 
most economic use of time, 
facilities and equipment 
available for trainina.

TRAINING DURING THE 
COMPETITION PERIOD 


After the foundation work is 
completed, the next task of 
the coach is to maintain 
fitness, sharpness and In- 
terest as well as continued 
improvement during the 
period of pressure of weekly 
competition. 

One often hears that a team 
is ‘stale’ or ‘overtrained’ dur- 
ing the second half of the 
season. 

Let me state that in my opi- 
nion, it is practically Impossi- 
ble to physically overtrain « 
team. 

Actually, the chances are 
that exactly the opposite has 
occurred and due to Insuf- 
ficient workload and/or ap- 
plication, de-training has set 
in.

On the other 
hand, badly prepared, boring 
training sessions, no matter 
how ftengthy, hard and fre- 
quent, will not achieve the 
desired effect either. On the 
contrary, lack of interest and 
application will destroy most 
of the normal benefits gained 
through training. 

The symptoms of physical 
de-training and mental 
fatigue and lack of motivation 
are similar, 

The foilowing are 
guidelines for training during 
the competition period as ! 
see tbem. 

(1) For fitness content, 
work on a three-week cycle: 
First weok — heavy load, Se- 
cond week — medium load, 
Third week — light load. 

(2) Arrange your training so 
that you have 48 hours rest 
between solid fitness ses- 
sions and before and after a 
match. 

(3) Introduce plenty of 
variety to maintain interest. 

(4) Plan your sessions 
properly so that there is no 
time wasted. A short sharp 
one hour-session !s_ better 
than a dragged out two-hour 
session, especially on a cold, 
rainy night. 

(5) Avoid lengthy stop- 
pages as much as possible 
even when correcting faults 
during a tactical session. 

(65) Use functional practices 
and conditioned games for 
the specific purpose of cor- 
reacting faults from the 
previous match, and to 
prepare for the next oppo- 
nent. Once a week put the 
pieces together in a full scale 
practice match, giving clear- 
cut Instructions before the 
start and then coach during 
the game.

FRENCH soccer's celebrations over 
World Cup success have been rudely 
interrupted by a major financial scan- 
dal involving first division Paris Saint- 
Germain — a sort of football 
Watergate. 

And a hastily-convened commission 
of inquiry set up by the French FA has 
banned PSG president Daniel Hechter, 
the world-famous couturier, from soc- 
cer for life.

The club, however, Is 
being allowed to continue in the first 
division and, a few days after the storm 
broke It surprised and delighted sup- 
porters by thrashing league leaders 
Marsellle 5-1 In the Parc des Princes! 


Simply, it was to print two sets of 
tickets for matches. One set was sold 
openly through the official ctub offices 
-to the general public, and the second 
set was sold privately by players and 
officials. 

The result was that the official atten- 
dance and receipt figures released to 
the Press after the match, reported to 
the FA, government tax authorities and 
visiting clubs were the figures from the 
open sale of tickets. 

The cash from the black market 
sales went into a secret fund which was 
used to pay illegal inducements to 
players, and boost signing-on fees to 
enable PSG, for example, to tempt 
stars such as Carlos Bianchi from 
Relms, and defender Ramon Heredia 
from Atletico Madrid.
